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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 - 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Musk et al. (US 5,944,769). 

Regarding claims 1-18, Musk et al. teaches a system/method for accessing real 
estate information over a communications network (the Internet) via a wireless device 
(see fig. 3) comprising a database (18/22 in fig. 1) containing real estate information and 
property location information related to a geographic position, the database being 
accessible over the communications network (abstract; col. 1 : 6 - 13; col. 2: 13 - 21 at 
least); a wireless device communicating with the database over the communications 
network and including location determination means (Global Positioning System) for 
determining the geographic position of the device, wherein the device and the database 
are in dual communication - the database returning real estate information relating to a 
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property located proximate to the geographic position of the device (col. 1 : 22 - 26; col. 
2: 50 - col. 3:10 at least) ; Musk et al. provides for querying the user and provides 
information based upon received input (as illustrated in fig. 3); the real estate 
information including, among others, owner contact information (see fig. 2; note col. 2: 
47 - 49); Musk provides for a display (5) that displays the information received from the 
system, an audio device (speaker 120 in fig. 7); Musk et al.'s system operates using 
computer executable software code (see fig. 4 at least). 

Musk et al.'s system/method is at least fully functionally equivalent to the claimed 
invention and would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention because Musk et al. has been shown to suggest all of the necessary 
features in order to achieve the same end result of providing real estate information to a 
user. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bhatia (US 5,930,699) teaches an address retrieval system that 
enables a user to request for location information concerning a particular type of 
business.
